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A USER PORT CONTROLLER INTERFACE 
FOR THE C-64 
by Steve Harrison 

There seems to be a fair amount of 
interest in computer-driven controllers and 
robotics in the popular electronics and home 
computer literature. I decided to try my hand 
at a homebrew user port interface as a first 
step toward realization of several fun and 
useful applications that have been rattling 
around in my cranium. 

Many areas of design and construction 
offer dozens of ways to achieve a desired 
objective. Electronics is certainly far from 
an exception. One way to narrow down the 
field of choices (and optimize the result) is 
to establish a few- criteria based on the 
intended use(s) of the completed project. In 
this case, I want the interface to: 

T) Minimize drain on the C-64 power supply 
because little excess capacity exists, 

2) Provide high isolation of the circuit being 
controlled from the user port because of 
possible long wire runs and high voltages, 

3) Incorporate a 12 Volt OC power supply 
because of the universal availability of 
surplus i2V relays, solenoids, and other 
devices useful in the types of projects T am 
contemplating, and 

4) Interface outputs should be off when not 
under prograte control but sti1I connected to 
the user port while the computer is running 
(the C-64 startup routine sets user port pins 


In practical use, I found the interface to 
perform largely as expected. I built a small 
motor powered vehicle from my son's toy 
modular construction set and controlled it 
using the relay and a short test program which 
simply took keyboard input and POKEd the user 
port registers accordingly. Some of the 
surplus opto-isolators I tried were slightly 
out of spec. I had to lower the value of the 
IK resistor to allow more current to flow 
through the LED (don’t bother if 25ma isn’t 
enough). One characteristic I didn’t expect 
was the tendency of the interface to switch on 
when plugged into the user port with C-64 
power cut off. I think I’ve worked out an 
automatic fix for this, and will report on it 
in a future article. 

I would encourags others to try similar 
projects. There’s something gratifying about 
successfully imparting artificially 
intelligent behavioral characteristics to a 
lifeless pile of plastic, metal, and silicon. 
Even my son gets enthusiastic when he gets a 
chance to control his "robot'' from the 
keyboard.

Criteria 1 and 3 compliment each other. 
Power from the 12V supply is used to run the 
devices comprising the interface. Oiterion 4 
was satisfied through selection of an 
integrated circuit inverting buffer Capable of 
reversing the action of six output lines per 
chip. A CMOS device (4049) was chosen because 
of its low power consumption and ability to 
use the 12V supply. The CMOS output is 
connected to an opto-isolator to satisfy 
criterion 2. The isolator’s transistor output 
is capable of meeting the current requirements 
of most small 12V relays. 

The illustration shows only one output 
from start to finish.. Eight additional 
identical, outputs can be implemented by 
connecting to user port pins D through M 
rather than C as depicted. The invertifig 
feature requires turning user port pins "off 
(POKEing 255-2''(power of the bit position, 
0—7)) corresponding to outputs desired on". 

In the illustration, wnen pin C is "on" or 
at logical 1, it presents no path to ground 
through the user port. The CMOS 4049 input is 
very high impedence, also providing*no path to 

? round. Charge from the fl2V supply comes 
hrough the loK resistor and is present at the 
inverter input, causing the invertor output to 
go low,and supply no current to drive the 
opto-isolator through the IK resistor. No 
current can thus flow through the 
opto-isolator’s light sensitive transistor to 
energize the coil of the connected relay. 

When pin C is ''off" or at logical 0, it is

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a safe level of about 1.2 mi Hi,amperes. When 
this occurs, the voltage with respect to 
ground present at the 4049 input falls below 
the device’s trigger threshold causing the 
inverter output co go high, lighting the 
opto-isolator’s LED, activating the transistor, 
and energizing the relay.

Crossword Magic 
a review by Wes Eardley 


Here is a great new program by L & S Computerware, and distributed by Alert, 
its called Crossword Magic. What’s great about it, is that it lets you create 
your own crossword puzzles on your computer, and print them off. The program 
provides routines so that your created puzzles can be saved, deleted, printed, 
etc. 

The save routine will allow the user to save incomplete puzzles, so that they 
can be recalled and finished at a later date. The program will display a catalog 
of puzzles on your disk. Those incomplete will be marked. 

The Create a puzzle routine allows the user to fix the size of the puzzle, 
or choose to have adjustable sizing. Then the user enters in the answers. The 
program will attempt to fit them into the puzzle. If they do not fit, they are 
saved aside until they can be used. These used words can be call up at any time 
during the create process. They can also be deleted. After the answers have 
been entered, the program will instruct the user to input the clues, for each 
answer. This process is simple, and can be edited. 

Crossword Magic also provides a copy routine, which allows created and saved 
puzzles to be copied to another disk. Also provided is the Play a puzzle 
routine, which allows you to play a puzzle on your computer screen. 

Crossword Magic comes in a binder type package, that includes a brief but 
to-the-point instruction manual. There is also a place to keep the program disk, 
and data disk. It can be purchased locally, for $o5-$40. It’s a program tha£ 
you’re going to want to add to your library.

This column is dedicated to that 
little tech corner of your abode 
that houses your ccmiputer and the 
associated harchoare that helps it to 
perform the many tasks it is 
assigned. 

This month we offer a little 
help to all those people that have 
received a new Zenith TV for 
Christmas to use as a monitor only 
to discover that with your Commodore 
attached the picture shakes 
vertically, and with an on the air 
signal it works perfectly. 

By way of explaination, normal 
TV pictures are comprised of little 
lines called "scan lines", 525 of 
them to be exact. Your '64 picture 
however is made up of only 524 of 
the little devils, and therin lies 
the problem. Zenith has a little 
circuit that counts them and after 
525 it kncxus the next line belongs 
at the top of the screen. If the 
count is off by more than one, the 
set will revert to the old method of 
operation and move the screen up one 
line. Then it starts counting 
again, etc. It is easy to see that 
every other picture occupies a 
different place on the screen, by 
one line, hence the Jitter. 

THE FIX-unplug the set, remove 
the back, and look it the front 
right edge of the panel that 
occupies the floor of the set. Look 
for a small 2 pin Jumper plug 
labeled Unplug and rotate it 90 
degrees to place the set in the 
"forced asynchronous" mode. The set 
will ncHv work with the ccxnputer and 
also when hooked to cable or an 
antenna. 

If your Zenith is a couple of 
years old look at the Vertical 
module <9-152-XX) for a plug 
attached to a 1" Yellcx/u wire. Just 
unplug the wire and leave it dangle, 
this will give the same results.

Who o-f us has not dreamed of exploring a 
mysterious and magical cave, or becoming a 
full fledged sorcerer. Maybe you’re more into 
sci-fi and would rather be in the Stellar 
Patrol. Perhaps you just like to settle down 
to a nice pyramid in the Sahara. Well, 
whatever your fancy, there is an adventure 
game for you. 

What is an adventure game? An adventure^ 
game is a program that puts you in a puzzle, 
and you use your mind, not your reflexes, to 
figure it out. There are no blobs or invaders 
to blast, in fact in most there- are no 
graphics at all, just prose. 

It all started with a man named Don Woods 
at M.I.T. He wrote the original Adventure, a 
crude version whose only audience was on that 
mainframe. More and more people got 
interested in this strange and enchanting 
program. Pretty soon it was refined and sent 
to more mainframes across the country. In this 
adventure, you are supposed to explore Glossal 
Cave for treasure and return it to the well 
house outside. This game is available for 
almost all forms of microcomputers or you may 
play it on CompuServe or The Source. There is 
also a version of this on the 64-1 disk in 
this user group. 

After Adventure came out, some other people 
at M.I.T. decided to write a game of their 
own. The implementers’ names were Marc Blank, 
Bruce Daniels, Dave Lebling, and Tim Anderson. 
The name of tneir creation was ZORK, it was 
just a nonsense word but they thought they 
would come up with a better one later. It was 
written in MOL(called MUDDLE by its users) and 
like Adventure, it only ran on that mainframe. 
After a long time of programming, de-bugging, 
and more de-bugging, they had a good working 
adventure that more and more people were 
playing. They had the notion that ZORK 
couldn't be programed in FORTRAN, so what 
happens? someone converts it to FORTRAN and it 
works. This version was called Dungeon. Well 
now came the time for Marc and the group to 
change the name, but Dungeon was taken so they 
left it ZORK. Well after ZORK became so 
popular, they formed a company called. INFOCON 
and converted their programs to run on 
microcomputers. 

Zork Is The Great Underground Empire. They 
took the original ZORK and divided it up into 
3 games: this is the- first. You must explore- 
the empire, searching for the twenty treasures 
of the ancient Zorkers. I finished Zork I 
after about 6 months and with a little help I 
must add. I won’t give anything away, but 
that the thief is more helpful than he looks. 

Zork II; The Wizard of Frobozz. From here 
you must find and eventually defeat the wizard 
using magic and counter-magic.

TELECOnnUNICATIONSi 
CHANGING FILE TYPES 

by David L. Laniar 


As you become more familiar with talking to other computers using a modem, you may find 
many occasions where you need to send and receive programs as sequential files. When you 
are talking with another Commodore computer the most elegant solution is to use Punter 
protocol <e.g.TERM.64 or VIP TERMINAL) or CP/M protocol li.e. XMODEM, VIP XL). 

The problem arises when you send and receive BASIC program files with non-Commodore 
computers. In this case, programs are usually converted to sequential text files, sent in 
this form and then converted back to program files after they are received. When sending 
sequential text files, such as those created by a word processor, there are no major 
problems since many terminal programs have utilities to translate Commodore ASC to standard 
ASCII before each each character is sent. 

So, why are program files different? To understand this you must look at the way 

program files are stored in memory and on a disk. Each line of a program begins with four 

bytes. The first two of these bytes are used to tell the BASIC interpreter where the next 
program line begins. The other two bytes code the line number in LO-BYTE, HIGH-BYTE order. 
The other major problem is that every BASIC commond is in tokenized form bn the the disk 
and when the program is in memory, ror example, the command PRINT is stored as a single 
chr$(153). What one needs to send is not a single chr<(153) but five different ASCII 
values chr$(80) for a "P", chrt(82) for an "R", chr*(73) for an "I", etc. The problem 
becomes more complex in that characters in quotes are preserved rather than tokenized even 
if they happen to spell-out a BASIC keyword. Finally, a byte with a value of 0 is added to 
the end of BASIC line. 

So much for the problem. It turns out that there is a very easy way to convert a 
tokenized BASIC program into an untokenized sequential text file on the Commodore. Simply 
load the program into memory and type the following two lines in direct mode: 

OPENS,8,8,"ANYNAME,S,W"!CMD8:LIST CRETURN3 

CLOSES [RETURN] 

Note that the drive will be spinning and the red light will be on when you type the second 
line above. When the cursor returns, the drive stops spinning and the red light goes out 
you can LOAD and LIST the directory. It should now contain a new file entry called 

"ANYNAME” that is slightly longer than the original program file and will have a file type 
of “SEQ". What you are doing here is "dumping" a listing to the disk and that the commands 
you are giving are quite similiar to the way you would "dump" a listing to the printer. 

The only difference is that you need to specify a file name for the diskette. 

Thar was easy enough. Now how do we go the other way? The easiest way to convert a 
sequential file to a text file is to read the file, and then fool the computer into 
"thinking" we entered the program lines from the keyboard. This is another example of the 
dynamic keyboard technique which will be covered in a future article in this newsletter. 

Type in, SAVE and then RUN this program:

Random notes on the new C-128. 


FASTLOAD: Fastload wiH work in the 64mode IF 
you do it properly. First,Turn o-f-f the drive 
AND the computer. Insert the ^astload cart. 
Turn on the drive, then hold down the C- key 
and turn the 128 on. H after 20 sec. you do 
not have an opening screen press the reset 
button.

To load and run ANY basic prg on disk use the 
command ’ RUN"PRGNAME" ' where "PRGNAME -the 
name of the program you want to run.

I have never written a software review of 
any kind, so I’m not sure where to start, but 
here it is. I received the COMAL TODAY 
pacl<age as a door prise at the October SPU6 
meeting. I picked this particular package 
because of my interest in programming 
graphics, games in particular. All I knew 
about COMAL at the time was that it is a 
computer language which can be used on the 
C-64, and I suspected that its major purpose 
was graphics programing. 

My first impression of COMAL after using 
this package one time, and reading though the 
short manual included in this package, was 
that it was nothing more than an improved 
version of BASIC. I thought that it was no 
better than Commodore’s BASIC 7.0, and not 
worth the investment since it seems to cost 
quite a bit to purchase the software 
advertised in this package. I’m still not 
sure how much of that software is necessary, 
but I was able to do some programming with 
this package, once I determined how to get 
past Che demos and tutorials. 

After several times though the manual and 
the tutorials I am slightly impressed with a 
few of the commands, such as the case 
statement, which is very similar to the PASCAL 
case statement, and the goto statement, which 
uses labels rather than line numbers, a great 
improvement. Also after my first attempts at 
programming, in COMAL, I am very impressed with 
the error messages provided. It simply would 
not let me make mistakes. Every time I typed 
something wrong the system beeped at me and 
displayed a reasonably understandable error 
message. 

I am still not convinced of the 
usefulness of COMAL to a 0-128 owqer, but I 
may do some more experimenting in the future. 
If you intend to do graphics programming on« 
the C-64, I would highly recommend the COMAL 
language over BASIC 3.0.

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THE C128 AND TWO MONITORS 
BY GREG SIMPSON 


With the Commodore 1902 monitor in short 
supply, many people are using the 1702 
composite monitor with two cables in order to 
achieve both 40 and 80 column modes. I have 
discovered another alternative that o-f-fers a 
signi-ficant advantage. I use the 1702 
composite monitor connected via the three rear 
RCA jacks and a monochrome monitor hooked to 
the RGB output. 

Switching between 40 and 80 column modes 
requires accessing switches on the 1702 and 
19u2 monitors. Using a two monitor setup, you 
can toggle back and forth between the 40 and 
80 column modes with "ESC X" from the 
keyboard and amazingly you do NOT loose the 
screen picture from one monitor when you 
switch to the other! The screen memory is 
controlled separately for the two video 
outputs: the picture remains even when you 
change modes. There may be some useful 
application for these dual screens, but 
there are even greater graphics possibilities. 
Normally graphics are' sent through the 
composite video output, not the RGB output. 
When a series of graphics commands are entered 
and executed on the RGB screen, the graphic 
results are immediately output to the 
composite screen. With a dual-mode monitor 
such as the 1902, you would have to manually 
move the composite RGB switch to see the 
results of the graphics subroutine that had 
been run in the 80 column program, and you 
would not be able to see both screens at once 
as you can with the two monitor setup I’ve 
described. 

The first practical application that 
comes to mind for this wonderful attribute is 
spreadsheet use. Imagine the visual impact of 
viewing the spreadsheet data on your 80 cbTumn 
monitor and at the touch of a key seeing the 
colorful and explicit pie charts, bar graphs, 
etc. on your composite monitor. Remember 
when the output is shifted from monitor A 
tomonitor B, monitor A’s last screen stays 
visible. I am anxiously waiting to see what 
innovative programmers will be able to do with 
the dual monitor outputs.

Hello again, and welcome to the ’’Tech Corner”. I’m really not sure 
that anyone is really interested in this column though, I Cmuch to my 
surprise) didn’t receive even one single piece of mail. You see, the idea 
was to provide answers to some of your questions in this column, and 
hopefully several people would benefit from those answers. So I have to 
assume that either no problems exist out there or nobody reads this column. 
If this sounds like I’m begging for someone to send a letter, ok....PLEASE 
SEND ME SOME QUESTIONS!I! If you are bashfull, sign them with initials or a 
pen name, anything will be considered. 

Since there were no questions, here are a few tips I have found useful: 

MODEM USERS: You are communicating and another family member picks up an 
extension phone. Now you are looking at a screen full of garbage. If this 
sounds familiar then all you need is a Double Pole Double Throw switch at 
your computer to keep your setup isolated from the rest of the house. At 
your entrance bridge you will find four terminals, only two of which are 
used, the red and green. Uire all of the phone extensions Cexcept yours) to 
the yellow and black terminals normally not used, then run a four wire cable 
to your set up following the color code. Hook up the red/green wires to 
your modem/phone and to two poles of the dpdt switch. Hook the yellow/green 
wires to the other poles of the switch* If yc3u open the switch only you are 
connected to the phone lines and all of the extensions in the house are 
disconnected, and closing the switch when you are finished will restore the 
system to normal. 

PRINTER USERS: If you have trouble with your paper jamming, spray teflon 
or silicon lubricant on the paper feed path and Csparingly!) run several 
sheets of old paper through to pick up the excess. You will be amazed at 
how much smoother it feeds. 

KEYBOARD USERS: For all you graduates of the touch-typing classes...try a 
drop of glue on the F and J keys Calso called home keys), locating them will 
never be the same. 

UIAIT: A seldom used command that will cause a program to halt until a key 
is pressed. A good example of this command was in a Run Magic Tip 
pertaining to the T&S program that comes on the 1541 Demo Disk. Add the 
line: 

453 WAIT 138,1,1 

Whenever you want to pause just press any key Cexcept stop or shift) and 
to resume just press another key...cute, huh? 

TU USERS: If you are using a regular tv instead of a monitor, connect a 
150 Ohm 1/S watt resistor across pins 4 and 1 of the Audio/Uideo plug on the 
back of your computer.... The added picture quality is amazing!

POUER PANEL UITH A DIFFERENCE 
by Don Uloodward 


I know some o-f the members are like me, a frustrated electronics 
engineer. I have always enjoyed electronics projects, but I never 
could quite grasp all the principles.I have constructed a project that 
can be done by anyone with a small knowledge of 
electric!ty-electronics. 


In the November 1985 issue of Modern Electronics there is an article on 
an individually controlled power panel.- It is similar to the power 
strip that is controlled by a single switch, but with this panel you 
control the individual outlets. The panel is both EMI (Electro 
Magnetic Interference) and spike protected. The schematic is easy to 
read and easy to understand. I had to make one addition to the 
original, otherwise the panel can be built as is (Fig. I). I tried 
looking for a EMI and spike protected filter combination, but this was 
not available in this area. I had to buy an EMI filter and four MOU 
(Metal Oxide L*aristors) instead of the one unit. The biggest problem I 
had was finding all the materials. At the end of this article you will 
find a bill of materials and source list. I purchased most of my parts 
from Gateway Electronics (8123 Page). To get to Gateway take 40 to 
170; get off at Page and go east approximately 1/2 mile and look left. 



On the Construction side of the project you will notice that the panel 
uses four square receptacles for the power out. To cut these I used a 
Dremel tool with cut-off wheels. A chassis punch would be much faster 
to use, but the Dremel tool did a flawless Job. The article 
recommended a 2x5 1/4x5 3/4 box. I built my own (2x6x10) so I could 
add one more receptical to control a second disk drive. 

The cost of the project was ^25.00 not including the box. I looked at 
o*mmercially made panels at a cost of 4100.00. I saved 475.00 and got 
{ huge amount of personal satisfaction from the project. I will have 
the panel with me at the next meeting for anyone who is interested.

You will also need a strain rel ie-f -for 12 or 14 gauge wire, 12 or 14 
gauge stranded wire and a plug. You can add a circuit breaker(Fig. 2) 
to the panel if you want, I didn^'t. You will also need four 51k ohm 
resistors if you purchase the neons from Qateway. Radio Shacks neons 
have the resistor built in. The article recommended the use of dry 
transfer letters to mark the switches then spray a light coat of clear 
lacquer over them. I tried this with very little success, so I used a 
label maker. It doesn^’t look as good as theirs, but it worked. I 
soldered all connections instead of using wire nuts. Figures 3 and 4 
are pictures of the front and back of the panel that was in the 
magazine. yhen ! was done I cheeked everything using a voit-ohm 
meter.

Therefore, we try to gear 
the aeetings to all levels so that there is soaething for everyone. Soae parts aay bore you. Soae parts eay be totally over 
your head. 

If you are just beginning to learn about coaputers, you’ve coae to the right place. Expect to be bewildered for awhile, 
but with tiae all of your coaputer confusion will begin to clear. Our aeetings are the place to get your questions answered, no 
aatter how siaple or silly you think your question is. Each aeeting usually has a tiae reserved for any and all questions. If 
you don’t want to ask a question in front of the audience, corner a Board aeaber during the Open Session. If we can’t answer 
your question we.’11 find soaeone who can. Hho are the Board aeabers? ■ Look in a Club Newsletter, we’re listed there. 

As a Club aeaber, you will receive the aonthly newsletter. Our newsletter is quite inforaative. Host of the articles are 
written by Club aeabers, soae,however, are written by aeabers of other coaputer clubs. If you have the urge to write or a bit 
of coaputer knowledge to pass on, subait it to the Newsletter editor. He prefer to publish articles written by our own aeabers. 

Our Club also has an extensive library of prograas on disks. Presently, we have over 150 disks with several prograas per 
disk. Each aonth, a Disk Of the Honth is offered at the aeeting for S3.00. The club librarian will copy any disk in the library 
for you for a fee of tS.OO. You can either call the librarian at hoae and he will bring the copy to the aeeting or if he has 
tiae he aay be able to copy the disk for you at the aeeting. If you supply the librarian with one of your blank disks, he will 
copy a library disk for a fee of S3.00. If you bring your own coaputer to the aeeting, you can borrow any disk froa the library 
and copy it free of charge. 


About six tiaes per year the club sponsors a Saturday copy session. Bring your coaputer and aeabership card and spend the 
day copying as aany library disks as you can. The cost is free! In the past aeabers have brought friends and guests to the copy 
sessions. This will no longer be possible. To even enter the copy session, a valid club I.D. will be required. Cf course 
exceptions will be aade for the spouse or children of a aeeoer. The copy sessions are a great way to build your software 
library for no sore than the cost of a disk. If you’re unsure as to how to copy disks, soaeone at the session will be able to 
help you. 

As a club aeaber, you can use the Club Bulletin Beard which has been aade available through the courtesy of Software Cr 
Systeas, a local coaputer store. The Bulletin Board requires that you have a aodea, but it is a handy way of checking club news 
and exchanging aessages with other club aeabers. To reach our BBS, just phone 024-6248. 


A final reainder: All of these services are available to club aeabers only. Thus if you attend a copy session, or want to 
borrow a club disk, or even purchase the Disk of the Honth at a aeeting, you KUST have a valid club !.D. card. 

Hany new aeaebers ask if the club library contains certain copyrighted prograas. It does not, nor can it. It is quite 
illegal for any coaputer club to proaote the duplication of copyrighted software. Therefore, the espying cf copyrighted 
eaterial at the aeetings or at the copysessions will not be tolerated. Anyone not following these guidlines will be asked to 
leave. 

Reaeaber this is your Club too. How good it is and what it has to offer depends on what aeabers like you put into it. 3et 
active, help cut on soae coaaittee, contribute to the newfetter. You’ll soon find out that you’re getting cut a lot aore than 
you’re putting in!

Before I begin, let me explain my rating system. It is a system based on the 
numbers 1 through 10, with 10 being the best possible score and one being the 
worst.

Idhen I first loaded Archon, I thought it was a fancy chess game. After the 
first five minutes of play, however, I realized my mistake. 

})rchon is a strategy game like none I have ever played before. It is played on 
a chess-like board, but instead of chess pieces, you play with every creature 
out of mythology that I have ever heard of CDragons,Golems,Banshees,etc.D, 
which are called icons. 

In Archon, unlike chess, the sides are not the same. One side is ’’good” while 
the other is ’’evil”. The sides do, however, average out to be equal in power. 
Ulhen you land on an opposing player’s square, it turns into an arena, and you 
must battle and beat the other icon in order to keep the square. 

Each icon is different in the way it moves, the speed it moves at, and the 
power it has to battle with. 

There are three other variations you should be aware of. 

13 Instead of kings, Archon has a wizard and a sorceress. These beings have 
several spells they can use. 

B3 Uhere you are on the board has a lot to do with your ability to win 
battles. Good icons are more powerful on light squares while Evil icons are 
more powerful on dark ones. This is especially important as some squares 
change color during the game. 

33 There are five squares called power points. Icons on these are immune to 
magic 


In order to win, you must either capture all five of the power points or kill 
11 of the opponent’s icons. 

you enjoy chess, this game has merit as a more complex version. If you 
uon’t, you may not want to play this game, as it is a much more difficult game 
to play.

Wow!!! I actually received letters addressed to "The Tech Corner” 
and as promised here they are: 

Dear Rich: Well I bought the 150 ohm resistor to improve the image 
on my tv, but the diagram in the user's manual doesn't match the back 
of my 64-what gives?... Signed, Pat Foley 


Pat, It appears as if you have the newer version of the 64...in 
your case the Luminance and Chroma are on pins 1 (center) & 6 (2nd 
from right clockwise). Now the bad news, it probably won't help too 
much, butgive it a try anyway. If you are using an old one-plug 
video monitor or you are feeding the output of your 64 to a VCR, then 
tie the red and yellow leads of the monitor cable together with a Y 
cable for a tremendous improvement in pix quality. 

Dear Rich: What's the simplist reset switch that can be installed on a 
c-64 without voiding the warranty?...Signed, Cheapo 


Cheapo, Well that's a loaded question. Any modifications to any 
equipment will void the warranty. But, why not sacrifice the warranty 
on a cheaper piece of equipment, the modem. If you connect a 
momentary contact push button to pins 1 and 3 of the modem plug, then 
you have a real convenient place to mount the switch...on top of the 
modem. My system has been using this arrangement for a year without 
problems. 


Dear Rich: I need your assistance. I cannot change the characters per 
inch that is output to my printer when using Paperback Writer 64 and a 
Gemini SG-10 printer with a TYMAG CONNECTION interface. I suspect that 
it is operator error, but I am not sure?... Signed, Daniel Appel 


Dan, I am not real familiar with your program or printer (I 
didn't promise you a rose garden!) but, here goes. First, it is 
definitely operator error. With that in mind, re-read the 
instructions for Paperback Writer 64 very carefully, and make sure you 
are giving the CPI commands at the BEGINNING of vour text. If you 
wait°until the end of the text to send the commands, they will apply 
only to what follows...nothing. If a reader has a suggestion for Dan, 
give him a call at 235-2888. There is nothing more frustrating than 
new equipment or a program that will not perform as intended. 


Dear Rich: Is there an easier way to write protect disks

Now connect a piece of wire from the other end of the switch to 
the orange wire (just carefully strip it back and tap into it). 
Solder and tape the connections and here's how it works. If the 
switch is set to off (center position), the electronic write protect 
tab is in place and you cannot write to the disk. If the switch is on 
where the violet wire is connected to the violet wire, the drive will 
work normally (back to those darn tabs), but if the switch is set to 
the other on position, ie the orange and violet wire are connected, 
then you can write to a disk even if it has a tab on it! (Be careful 
when selecting this position). 

I have to caution you, I have a 1541, of the older 
variety... before voiding your warranty, make sure these wires go to 
the photocell before performing any surgery. Also on my drive I used 
a DPDT switch and used the other three leads to turn on a red LED to 
warn me that the drive will write when the switch is in the on 
position. If you are interested, look me up at the meeting, I will 
show you how it works.

Commodore sure knows how to make 
some good computers, but what 
happened to good marketing and 
serving the customer base? This 
article is not going to be a 
rehash of the past long history, 
but rather what has taken place in 
the last two to six months* 

WHEH! WHAT*S HAPPENING? Well, 
let's take one thing at a time* 
What about the C64, the best 
selling computer of all time? 
Well, they quit making it last 
fall and sold all they had in 
their many warehouses by Dec* of 
•85* 

Even if you sell a better 
machine, you can't seem to double 
prices on your lowest selling 
machine and still keep sales up* 
At least that is what Commodore 
has found* 

Yes, the C128 is one of the best 
computer buys ever* Yes, it i^ 
three great computers in one* 
However, vendors and software 
writers see things differently* 
They say ok, the C128 is a good 
machine, but why write for it when 
there is such a small base of 
users when compared to the C64? 

Accordingly, they are still 
writing more programs for the C64* 
Yes, they will run on the C128, 
but that is using a mare expensive 
machine than is necessary (for me 
just the great keyboard was worth 
it) * 

Well the dust is beginning to 
settle* The old 64 production line 
is down, warehouses are empty and 
Commodore seems to have a choice* 
Reduce the price of the C128 or 
come back and make the C64* 

The latter is what's going to 
happen, but wait* They say, like 
me, the C128 keyboard and number 
pad are great, so why not come out 
with a revised C64? There is only 
one problem with this: production 
time delays for setting up a 
revised line* 

So now that the decision is 
made. Will Commodore get them out 
in time to save themselves? 


Now, what about the great 
three-in-one C128? It is 
everything most of us, including 
small businessmen, need* Some good 
commercial business programs are 
out, but not enough recreational 
home market programs, which take 
advantage of this terrific 
machine* 

I can even write decent programs 
on the great BASIC built into the 
C128* And it is nice to be able to 
run all the CP/M business 
software. 

So what's the problem here? 
Actually there are two: 1) the 
previously mentioned lack of 
acceptance by the marketplace 
program writers, and 2) most 
importantly, COST* Yes cost* 

A computer, disk drive and an 
existing monitor adds up to $575* 
Maybe acceptable, but you need a 
good monitor, and if your going to 
use the great 80-column feature, a 
$300 color monitor, most likely an 
RGB* 

So, if you need all three 
components - disk drive, computer 
and monitor - you're looking at 
around $850* If you are a small 
businessman, you will need a 
second disk drive* Now the total 
is over $1100! 

See the point? Commodore must 
reduce the price of the C128 
system, if they are to succeed* If 
they are going to reduce prices 
then a new C64 may not be needed* 
But wait. Commodore must not see 
it this way. 

After nine months still no 
promised IBM emulator or price 
reductions for the C128* 

So what's the Bottom line? Just 
like the bankers, I think 
Commodore is in trouble and 
mismanaged* Let's, as a Commodore 
User's Group, hope they get their 
act together again* I, for one, 
want good, low cost, and powerful 
machines in the future, but my 
loyalty is fading* Get with it 
Commodore! 

That's my opinion, what's 
your's ? 
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Word Writer 128 already improved 


by Larry Briggs 

This is a follow up report on 
the WORD WRITER word processor 
program by TIMEWORKS. I mailed the 
disk,manual and a check for *4.70, 
and they promptly mailed the 
update version. I must say, it is 
a much improved program. 

However, there are a couple of 
things I feel could be improved 
on. First, you must remember to 
set your printer commands before 
you start your document, you must 
remember to do this every time you 
start. Once in memory, it will 
stay there until you turn off the 
computer; Also, the word wrap will 
not function after you go back 
into the document to make a 
correction, and who doesn’t. But 
you can bring it all back into 
line by using the Format, command. 
If there is a heading in the 
document, be sure to use a check 
mark, left margin set, plus a 0, 
or else the whole heading will be 
strung out in a straight line, a 
minor inconvenience that we can 
live with. 

Now for the good stuff, the 
manual, I found, was very well 
written, and easy for a novice 
like me to understand. A person 
could learn a lot about printer 
commands and how they work, just 
by reading this manual. 

The on screen highlighting 
feature is fantastic. Again 1 must 
remind you to set the printer 
codes first or this feature will 
not work. These codes must appear 
in the printer code window before 
you can use on-screen 
highlighting. The above line was 
typed using this feature, and it 
appeared on the screen in Italics. 
The Command to accomplish this, is 
to hold down the commodore key and 
key I, to turn it off, repeat the 
command. 

Other on screen goodies are, 
Com.key + B for BOLDFACE, Com key 
+ U for UNDERLINE . Com key + + for 
Superscript as H*0, and Com key + 
- for subscript, as HaO. Ok, so 
the last one is not a chemical 

formula, I’m also not a chemist. 


You must understand, if your 
printer will not support these 
printer commands, such as a 
Commodore 1525, you will not be 
able to use these features. After 
you set the printer, go to the 
print pull down window, check in 
the "set printer codes", and your 
printer available codes will be 
1isted. 

The page and line length can 
be reset at any time by going to 
the print pull down window. 

These are just a few of the 
commands available in this 
program, others may be found by 
reading the manual. 

If you have the old program, 
it will be worth *4.60 for the 
upgrade version.

Book review 

1541 guide is comprehensive

The 1541 User's Guide, by Dr. 

Gerald Neufeld 

(1984:Datamost Publishing, 413pp) 
$19.95 

Gerry Neufeld and Dick Immers 
got together and wrote a book 
about the 1541 DOS, and they 
called that book Inside Commodore 
DOS. Unfortunately, those two men 
are extremely knowledgeable about 
computers, and their book turned 
out to be over the head of the 
casual user of the 1541 disk 
drive. So Gerry Neufeld set out 
to remedy the situation, writing a 
book that will take that casual 
1541 user and bring him to a point 
where he might begin to comprehend 
something of what goes on inside 
his disk drive. This book. The 
1541 User's Guide, is the result. 

The book is subtitled The 
Complete Guide to Commodore's 1541 
Disk Dri»ve, and. it is ^exactly 
that. Copyrighted in 1984 by 
Datamost * Publishers, Neufeld's 
User s Gu^ide is designed to be 
used by 'the average person who 
owns and uses a 1541. The 
chapters are written so that 
anyone who can read at high school 
level can understand them. They 
are also written independently of 
each other. You do not have to 
read chapter 1 in order to 
understand chapter 3. This leads 
to quite a bit of repetition, 
because each chapter assumes you 
haven't read the rest of the book. 
You get the same basic information 
over and over, but that is what 
makes the book work! If you want 
to read about the command channel 
and how it's used, you go right to 
chapter 3 and there's everything 
you need to understand the command 
channel. That's a real bonus for 
people who want just information 
related to their current project, 
not a bunch of unrelated 

background stuff that doesn't 
really address their specific 
interest. 


The chapters include Getting 
Started, Using DOS 5.1, Using the 
Command Channel, Diskette 
Housekeeping, Introduction to File 
Handling, Program Files, 
Sequential Files, Relative Files, 
Indexed Relative Files, File 
Handling from Machine Language, 
Getting Out of Trouble, Care and 
Maintenance, A Bit of Background, 
and there are also a 10-page 
glossary, several reference 
tables, a list of disk error 
messages and their meanings, a 
summary of disk commands, and 50+ 
programs, many of which are disk 
utilities. For those who don't 
like to type, $24.95 (plus $2 s/h) 
will buy a disk with these 
programs on it. 

I have found this book to be 
the most useful book on 
filehandling and DOS that I've 
ever seeni I keep it on a shelf 
right beside my computer, and I 
thumb through it frequently. It 
suits my purposes as an 
intermediate hacker (programmer); 
my wife also uses it for the 
instructions it gives on diskette 
housekeeping, since she doesn't 
get into computing the way I do. 
If you get only one book to help 
make your computing easier and 
more enjoyable, get this book. 
There are no others like it. 
There are some good books on file 
handling, but they are for 
programmers. This bo6k is for 
everybody, programmer and 
non-programmer alike. You don't 
need any programming knowledge to 
use this book. All you need is 
knowledge about using your 
computer and disk drive (though 
this is covered as well), and 
Neufeld will take you from there. 
It really has taken a lot of the 
puzzle out of disk files and 
diskette housekeeping. Every time 
I go back to it, I learn something 
else new. This book is a real 
treasure trove for the home 
computer user .

Better than Print Shop?

If you liked PRINT 
SHOP, then you really 
know what PRINTMASTER 
is all about. It is 
supposed to be an 
improved version by a 
competitor who is being 
sued by the makers of 
PRINT SHOP. 

Really, there are 
improvements in this 
program in several 
areas and problems in 
one other. 

First, the good news. 
PRINTMASTER can do all

the things the older 
PRINT SHOP can do. It 
can create banners, 
letterheads, greeting 
cards, graphics (small, 
medium & large), etc. 

The three major 
things that PRINTMASTER 
can do better than its 
older competitor are: 

1. Make and save 
calendars. You are 
allowed to highlight 
and put in special 
events in different 
print styles. You may 
also use different 
graphics in the header. 

2. You may preview 
all graphics on screen 
as your selection is 
made. This is really 
amazing at the speed it 
loads and displays 
those which are avail¬ 
able. And yes, after 
you select one you are 
still able to revise 
the selection to meet 
your needs. 

3. And the last and 
most important thing, 
you are allowed to see 


a screen preview of 
your final work before 
printing. This is true 
whether it be let¬ 
terhead mode, greeting 
card mode, etc. 

All of this and it 
sells for $10 to $15 
less than its older 
competitor. 

But now the bad news. 
Several things both¬ 
ered me. It will lock 
up if you try to stop 
your printer while 
printing. I really 
disliked this, since I 
was used to stopping 
the PRINT SHOP program 
at any time I wanted to 
make a change. Not so 
with PRINTMASTER. You 
will have to reload if 
you try this. 

Also, back-ups are 
next to impossible to 
make. None of my pro¬ 
grams would success¬ 
fully make a good copy. 

“You are allowed 
to see a screen 
preview of your 
final work...” 

When all else failed, I 
did read the manual and 
they promised to send a 
back-up for $5. This 
is more than fair, 
however, it has been 6 
weeks and still no 
back-up from the man¬ 
ufacturer. Hopefully 
it will arrive soon. 

And I do not expect 
as many graphics to be 
made available in the 
public domain as there 
are for PRINT SHOP. 

What would I buy, 
given my knowledge of 
both? I guess it would 
be PRINT SHOP, however, 
I reserve the right to 
change my mind.

I had a reset switch and a 8/9 
drive switch installed by a 
well-meaning friend who didn't 
know. 

Luckily, a small wire on the 
switch came loose about 18 hours 
after it was installed and I 
cleaned all the areas and 
re-tinned the circuit board. 

Hopefully, you'll never have to 
learn about the dreaded acid-core 
solder the hard way.

Dear Rich: 

A friend of mine asked me if I 
wanted a copy of the great **Wedge** 
program. I asked him what it was, 
and he stated that it makes the disk 
drive run faster...is that true? 

...Confused 

Dear Confused: 

Don't bother with a copy, you 
probable already have one. This is 
the program called "Dos 5.1" on the 
disk that came with the disk drive. 
It's actually two programs-the 
loader called "C-64 wedge" and the 
ML portion called "dos 5.1". 

It doesn't speed up the drive, but 
it is a very powerful program that 
wedges itself into a section of 
memory between the part the computer 
uses for itself and the part you 
need. It does speed up the time it 
takes you to access the drive by 
allowing two key commands to scratch 
files, load directories, renaming a 
file, load/run programs, and several 
other options. 

Here's a tip to help speed up the 
access time to the wedge. I have 
renamed the loader from "C-64 wedge" 
to "!", now all I have to type is 
load "!",8-and since the ! key is 
next to the " key, I can "wedge" the 
program in very quickly. I put this 
program on many of my disks, and I 
use it often. Also you can use the 
as a wildcard select for speed. 
If you want to scratch an entire 
disk, just type >s:* and you will be 
left with a blank disk. 

Did you ever scratch a program by 
mistake? Just type /* before you do 
anything else and presto...the 
program is back in memory, now type 
a backarrow and the name of the 
program and it will be back on the 
disk.

I received a program from a friend 
tht won't list. How in the heck did 
he do that?

Dear No List: 

This is an old trick and there are 
several ways of doing it. You didn't 
say what did happen when you tried 


you got a syntax error right after a 
rem statement was listed. If so list 
the program again and delete (using 
the cursor) the rem, the colon 
following it and the space after the 
colon. Hit the return key to make 
the change a part of the program, 
then list again. 

It will list unless your "friend" 
has more than one of these show- 
stoppers included in his program. If 
you want to use the trick, just 
insert a line with a "rem" then a 
then a "shifted L", hit the 
return key and when you try to list 
the program, it will only list to 
that line. Cute, isn't it?

How do you list a machine language 
program?

Dear John T: 

Your postcard didn't say if you 
wanted it listed to the printer or 
the screen, but here's both: To the 
screen requires a ML monitor 
program. There are several in the 
club's library...Bring your computer 
to the meeting and copy 
some...FREE!!!...then, depending on 
the one you use there is a command 
to list the program (usually "L"). 
To print the list, same ML monitor 
is loaded, then use the following 
line in direct mode. 

OPEN 4,4:CMD4:SYS9999:PRINT#4:CL0SE4 

Now replace the 9's with the sys 
number that starts your monitor and 
when the return key is executed, the 
printer will do it's thing. 

Well gang, it looks like the line 
counter in the corner has reached 
that magic point before I got all 
your cards answered. I am sorry I 
can't answer all the cards, but I 
try to be a little selective. The 
powers that be tell me they want my 
column a month in advance, so 
PLEEEAAASSEEE send a few more cards 
or letters fast!!!!!!

How to 

Keep your C-64 clean 

For those of you who still are using 
your old, reliable C-64, especially 
those of you who have been using your*s 
for quite a while, the July issue of 
Commodore Power/Play has an excellent 
article. 

Titled "Keyboard Cleanup," it is a 
step by step set of instructions, 
complete with photos, on how to clean 
the keyboard of a C-64. The author, 
Jeffrey Hersk, encourages anyone "with a 
reasonable amount of handiness" to try 
it. 

In the process, you will also see and 
learn about the guts of your C-64, which 
isn't a bad idea either. 

Only simple tools are needed: a 
Phillips screwdriver, pliers, a solder 
gun, electrical solder and a desoldering 
braid. There are two wires you must 
de-solder when taking the computer apart 
for cleaning and then resolder when 
reassembling the unit, but don't let 
this deter you from trying. 

Anyway, cleaning the keyboard 
certainly can't hurt and your C-64 will 
thank you for it.

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Tips on designing a database

What is a database and how 
can it be used? 

Databases have been with us 
for a long time. A good example 
of a database is an address 
book. If your address book 
looks like mine, it is full of 
names and addresses of people 
who have moved or have changed 
addresses or telephone numbers. 
There are also stars and marks 
next to the names you think you 
should send Christmas cards to. 

A computer database can be 
used to store all the 
information needed to keep an 
up-to-date list of all 
addresses. This is not to say 
that a database can only be 
used as an address book. The 
uses are unlimited. 

In order to understand how a 
database works and how to set 
one up, let's look at our own 
GCC membership database and see 
how it was setup. 

Like ail areas of technology, 
there are some basic terms to 
learn, but they are not 
complicated to understand. Do 
you remember the membership 
application (Fig. 1) that you 
filled out when you joined the 
club? The card that you filled 
out is a record. On the record 
is the information (data) the 
club wanted about you (name, 
address, etc.). 

Each one of these lines of 
information is called a field. 
The field length is the number 
of characters in that 
particular field. A character 
is one letter, number or space. 
A social security number would 
be 11 characters in length 
(123-45-6789). 

All the records together make 
a file. The size of the file is 
determined by the number of 
records. In our club we have 
aproximately 130 members. You 
might say that each of you is a 
record in a file. 

Now let's get down to 
designing a functional database 
system. 


In woodworking, there are 
certain steps to follow for the 
completion of a piece of 
furniture. There are 10 steps 
to follow in the design of a 
functinal database. It does not 
matter if the database program 
is one that is commercial pr 
one that you design yourself; 
these steps will ensure a 
database that will not make you 
pull your hair out. 

Section A 

The first section involves 
pencil and paper. Write down 
just what you want to do. One 
of the greatest problems you 
run into is not planning. My 
wife needed her library put 
onto a data base so she could 
keep track of books she has 
loaned out and the ones she did 
not want to keep. 

Now it is time to go looking 
for the database that will fit 
your needs. Talk to some 
friends and a "knowledgeable" 
computer store salesman to see 
which database program will 
work for you. There are some

database programs that are 
meant for only one use, such as 
a recipe database, and there 
are some that are easy to learn 
with few features and some that 
have a great number of 
features, but are hard to 
learn. 

Section B 

In using a database, one 
thing is obvious but seldom 
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Designing a database — cent. 


done - read the manual. If you 
are like me, the first thing 
you do when you purchase a new 
program is boot it up and try 
to run it without any reference 
to the manual. 

A pencil and paper are not 
out moded articles that should 
be thrown away when you 
purchase a computer. It is best 
to take notes on some of the 
features and limitations of the 
database for future reference. 
If there are any problems that 
you can not solve on your own, 
take your notes and the program 
to the dealer where you 
purchased it. Until you know 
how to run through the 
tutorials without any snags, it 
is self-defeating to try and 
design your own database. 

Section C 

The reports and output that 
you want is the third step to 
follow. Most people make a list 
of the fields that they want in 
their database and when it 
comes time to use the database 
for a report, they find out 
that they forgot to include all 
necessary fields or that they 
have fields that are not 
necessary. 

The club’s database is 
designed just for output of 
information. There is a 
difference between output of 
data and reports. All the data 
is already in each record in an 
output and a person only has to 
pick which files to be used for 
the output. Most reports 
require the use of formulas 
where one of the values has to 
be calculated by the computer. 
For example, stock x price = 
total dollars, where total 
dollars has to be computed. 

Section D 

Now it is time to put down 
the fields that are needed for 
each report or output. In one 
column put down the fields you 
have to put in and in the other 
column put down the fields that 


the computer can calculate. 
Write down all the information 
the computer would need to make 
calculations and see if it is 
in your list. If it isn't you 
must add a field. 

The computed field may not be 
a field that you would see on 
the record, but one that is 
calculated by the computer and 
only printed out on the report. 

Total dollars would be an 
example of a field that is 
printed out, but not on a 
record. 



Section E 

Once you have the fields that 
you want, it is time to 
calculat their length. A field 
that has a local telephone 
number or zip code is easy to 
calculate because each has a 
specific number of characters. 
If the field length is too 
short, then some entries will 
have to be abreviated. If it is 
too long, it will waste space. 
Also be aware of printer 
limitations, as in mailing 
labels where no address line 
can exceed 35 characters. 
Section F 

It is now time to decide if 
your fields will be numeric 
(numbers only) or alphanumeric 
(contains both numbers and 
letters). In general a field 
should be alphanumeric, unless 
you intend to do math with it. 
Even though some fields may

only have numbers in them it is 
best to make them alphanumeric. 
You would not want your 
computer to subtract the last 
four digits of a telephone 
number from the first three or 
multiply an area code by the 
first three digits. Also sorts 
are much more readable. 

Section G 

List the fields in a logical 
order. In an address you would 
not want the street number to 
come before the name. One of 
the ways to help arrange your 
field titles is to print them 
on a small piece of paper and 
place them in different 
locations on another sheet of 
paper to see which order is 
best. When you have them the 
correct way, then paste the 
pieces of paper down for future 
reference when the fields are 
placed into the computer. 

By putting your fields in a 
logical order it will be easier 
for you to type in your data 
when it comes time to use the 
data base. The computer will 
not care what order the fields 
are aligned. 

Section H 

Section H incorporates what 
the computer does best, sort 
data. 

Data can be sorted in any 
number of ways. In an address 
data base, you could have the 
computer sort all your records 
by last name, zip code, or 
city. There are a large number 
of possibilities you could use. 
The computer club's mailing 
list is an example of a way to 
sort data. All the members with 
their dues paid will recieve a 
newsletter, because the program 
(Superbase) will sort out all 
the records with paid dues and 
print a mailing label from that 
file. Try to put only the 
number of sorts necessary for 
the reports that you want to 
generate. Too many and you will 
use up disk space. 


On some database programs you 
have to identify the fields you 
will be using to sort at the 
time you design the file and 
others will let you sort at 
anytime. 

Be sure to leave plenty of 
space for all your data. If you 
are sorting by alphabetical 
order, it would be wise to put 
part of the alphabet on a 
single disk, example A-F. In 
this way you will be sure to 
have plenty of disk space. 

Section I 

You may think that now you 
have everything that you need 
and are ready to go to the 
computer. Are you sure the 
database will do what you need 
it to do? Now is the time to 
discuss with someone else what 
you are trying to accomplish. 
There is always something you 
will have overlooked that 
someone else will see. A little 
discussion now will save time 
later. 

Section J 

Finally the big day is here 
and it is time to set down at 
the computer and construct your 
database. After you have set up 
the database and have some data 
logged in, go back and try to 
generate each of the reports or 
outputs that you wanted. If 
everything goes correctly then 
finish putting in the rest of 
your data. If not, go back and 
see where something went wrong. 

The uses of a database are 
limitless. With the help of the 
steps I have mentioned, you 
should be able to do anthing 
you want. The time spent 
planning, using a pencil and 
paper, will pay off in the long 
run and your database should 
run with the precision of a 
fine clock.

All programs are typed In minus 
the ".COM" extension. Some of them 
have their own help menus built In. 
For Instance, If you run IMPPC128 
and enter a "?" at the COMMAND>> 
prompt. It will give you several 
pages of help screens. Others may 
require arguments to be added after 
the program name. I.E.:VDE13 
MY.DOC. 


Let's look closer at this month's 
CP/M DOM; 

IMPPC128 may be entered Just like 
that. This program works very well 
with the 1670 and Hayes 
compatables. There are several 
phone numbers In an Internal phone 
directory that provides single-key 
dialIng. 

I2LIB Is a Phonebook update 
program entered as:

CP/M explained for 

By Jim Tomlinson 

It was one of the first operating 
systems for micros and yet we know 
little about It. 

It is CP/M. 

For those of us who are used to 
the Commodore 64 and 128 load and 
run routine, CP/M Is a refreshing 
and different style of running a 
program. 

Although this article is oriented 
more toward the 128 owner. It also 
Is for those who still have a 64 
and purchased the CP/M cart. 

The CP/M system commands are ever 
expanding. This Is due to the fact 
that every program written for CP/M 
Is executed like a command. There 
Is no built-in basic under CP/M, 
which Is both bad and good. 

There are several basic Inter 
preters and compilers available In 
the public domain for CP/M, and 
many are much better than v2.0 on 
the 64. 

When you want to execute a 
program, you simply type In the 
name minus the .com extension. Some 
of the programs require you to 
Input extra commands at the tall of 
the program name. The PIP command 
Is an excellent example of this. 

For exampleCPIP e:=a:*.*) says to 
copy all files from drive A to 


release. This will allow you to use 
the modem CFINALLY!). 

MFT Is a multiple file transfer 
program that cuts down on the 
number of disk swaps that are 
necessary. Typing In Just MFT will 
bring up an example of how to 
properly copy files with MFT. 

CONFIG will allow you to set up 
a sequence of searches along the 
disk drive chain or turn off the 40 
column screen to make system run 
faster. Entering Just CONFIG will 
bring up an example of options. 

C1571 turns off write verify on 
the 1571 drive which speeds up disk 
I/O considerably. I must say though 
that this may be risky for 
Important data! If you want to turn 
off write verify on drive 8; enter: 

C1571 [A 

beginners 

drive E Cthe shadow drive). Right 
now, you might ask yourself: What 
is a shadow drive? It is actually a 
part of RAM set aside to copy Into 
for those of us without the luxury 
of two drives. By the way, drive 8 
Is A under CP/M; drive 9 Is B, etc. 

There are some commands that you 
don't need a .COM file for. These 
are built In to the system. An 
example of this Is TYPE which will 
display a file on the screen. 

Many useful control sequences are 
also built Into CP/M. For example 
the sequence ctrl-p will send all 
screen output also to the printer. 
A ctrl-x deletes a whole line In 
one keystroke. 

Probably the most useful feature 
of CP/M Is the submit command. It 
allows you to set up a file to 
autoboot your favorite program on 
power up under CP/M. Just put your 

favorite program on a bootable disk 
with SUBMIT.COM and a profile.sub 
file on your disk and It will bring 
up your program. 

There Is much more to CP/M, but 
that would take up more space than 
I have here. In the future I will 
explore other facets of this “new" 
system for us Commodore computer 
users.

Personalized default screen 
for C-64 to be displayed 

Tired of see¬ 
ing the same old 
blue on blue and 
how many bytes 
you have avail¬ 
able when you 
power up your 
C-64, well take 
notice. 

Jim Wright, a 
membei—at-large 
on the GCC executive board, is 
scheduled to have a C-64 with a 
personalized default screen 
bullt-ln at the next meeting. 

With some special equipment, an 
EPROM Cthat's Erasable Program¬ 
mable Read Only Memory) IC chip, 
and a C-64, the default screen 
can be made to power up with the 
colors of your choice and title 
lines using your name, the Gate¬ 
way Computer Club, or anything 
else you want your default screen 
to say. 

If all goes well and there is 
Interest for a personalized de¬ 
fault screen by C—64 users, such 
an EPROM might be offered. Those 
wanting one would have to pay for 
the EPROM chip though, but the 
cost would probably not be more 
than $5. If your C-64 has 
socketed chips, changing from the 
old to the new should be a snap. 

Also, the possibility of doing 
a similar change to C-128s is 
likely for those who don't like 
the green on green default screen 
on their monitors.

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CP/M explained 
for beginners

After a brief respite, and a 
tight work, schedule, I am back.. 

In this month's article, I will 
discuss the use of two of the 
common commands. 

Perhaps one of the most 
misunderstood utilities on CP/M Is 
PIP. The Initials stand for 
Peripheral Interchange Program. 

Many people think that this only 
Is a disk to disk copier, but It 
Is much more. For Instance, 
normally to copy FILEA.DOC from 
drive A to drive B, we would use 
the syntax: 

PIP B:=A;FILEA.DOC 
But did you know that you can 
direct your doc from a drive to 
the printer? To accomplish this 
you would enter: 

PIP LST:=A:FILEA.DOC 
You could even use an asterisk 
[*] In place of FILEA and print 
out all of your DOC files on the 
disk on drive A. 

To turn that around, you could 
use: 

PIP A:FILEB.DOC=CONIN: 

And anything entered on the 
keyboard will be copied to disk as 
FILEB.DOC. 

TYPE Is a program that gets a 
file from a disk drive and outputs 
It to the screen. With the use of 
the CTRL-P sequence the type 
command will also put your file to 
a printer. One thing you will 
notice when using TYPE, is that 
you are prompted every 24 lines. 
The prompt Is like: 

[RETURN key to continue] 

You can enter an additional 
command of [nopage] to turn off 
this prompt, but you must have the 
disk with the TYPE.COM file In the 
drive. One way to get around this 
Is to put In the disk with 
TYPE.COM In the drive, and enter: 

TYPE E:FILEC.DOC [NOPAGE] 

The system will now prompt you 
to put disk E In drive A and you 
can put In the disk you wish to 
print. 


Built-in default 


A personalized default screen 
for the Commodore 64 will be shown 
and EPROM chips made at the 
October meeting, so don't forget 
to bring your computers. 

Jim Wright, a GCC executive 
board member, will have, a C-64 
with a personalized default screen 
built-in at the meeting. 

He was scheduled to have the 
computer at the September meeting, 
but he had problems with the 
program necessary to burn the 
EPROM Cthat's Erasable Program¬ 
mable Read Only MemoryJ IC chip. 

Jim asssured the executive board 
thahe will be able to demonstrate 
and make chips for other club 
members at the October meeting. 

The EPROM will alllow a member 
to have whatever default message 
come up on the screen when the 
computer Is turned on and in any 
combination of border, background 
and character colors. 

Installation of the chip Is made 

much easier If.the C-64 has 

socketed chips. About half of the 
C-64s have soldered chips, making 
Installation a Job for someone 
with experience. 

ar change to C-128s is likely for 
those When and If a similar chip 
for the C-128 will be available la 
still being researched. 

Forms will be available to write 
out what you want your default 
screen to read and what colors 
you want. Screen Information will 
be limited to two lines of up to 
40 characters. 

The exact cost of the EPROM chip 
has not yet been determined, but 
estimates of $5 have, been made. 

If you think you'll be getting 
an EPROM for your computer, be 
thinking about the screen 
Information and color combination 
before the meeting to save time.

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All of us liked Print Shop & 
Print Master for all the nice 
graphics which were generated. 
Now comes Certificate Maker . 
If you have need for 
presenting certificates, this 
program is a must. There are 
220 ready made certificates. 
All you have to do is add the 
personal touch. 

The first computer screen 
after loading shows three main 
headings. If you want to make 
copies of the same certificate 
for a number of people you 
would use the cursor to move 
to the *name* file. Generally 
if for just one certificate 
press return when the cursor 
is on "make certificate" 

file. Next you will be ask 
for the certificate number (1- 
220). After entering this, 
press return, and you are ask 
to select the boarder. There 
are 24 boarders from which to 
choose. Now it is time to 
select the font style you want 
for the certificate tittle 
from the list of five. After 
being ask to enter a title for 
you certificate. You may 

choose either small or large 
type font size for the title. 

We are now ready for the body 
of the certificate. 

Different certificates all 
different number of line input 
according to the certificate 
and the font type we have 
chosen for the body. After 
entering the body, the next 
screen ask us to enter the 
date. It can be of 
spelled out or simply numbers 
(December 25, 1986 or 

12/25/86). Unlike all the 


other fonts, the font size can not be 
changed for the date line. This is also 
true for the next screen which is the 
signature line. This line has a special 
font reserved only for use on this line. 

As we worked our way through the program and 
screens, the words new disk appears as a 
choice. This option even though on the 
screen is reserved for new added enhancement 
to be released in the future. It thus 
appears that this program will be supported 
for a long time. 

If the certificate we choose has a name 
blank we are now ask to fill it in or use 
the name file previously created. We are 
now ready to select the names and print the 
certificate. Just like all the other print 
programs you may go back to change a screen 
by pressing a key. Colored paper or colored 
ribbons may also be used to enhance the 
printing. 


I would recommend this program ii you have 
need for certificates either for the home, 
office or fun. Your sports team would love 
awards from this program.

This month, the Vault has been 
opened and Ultima IV has been 
released. 

Ultima IV Is a truly Im¬ 
pressive fantasy role-playing 
game. It was written by Lord 
British CRlchard Garrlott) and 
marketed by ORIGIN SYSTEMS INC. 
It was converted to the Commodore 
64 by Chuckles. 

Ultima IV Is one of, If not 
THE, best graphic adventure games 
I have ever played. 

This Is not because of the 
graphics, which are excellent. 
And Its not because of Its 
commands, which are extremely 
easy to master. Rather, It Is 
because of the neatly detailed 
manner In which the game Is 
written and packaged. 

Since there are so many 
different things about the game 
that I could write about, I am 
having a hard time trying to 
decide Just how to review the 
game best. 

So I think I will tell about 
what Impressed me the most: 
Character development. 

When the game begins, you are 
given eight situations In which 
you must decide the outcome.

Each class, having Its own 
benefits and deficiencies, must 
gather a group of companions to 
fulfill the quest. 

What Is this quest, you may 
ask? Why 'tls the quest of the 
Avatar. 

In the game, the Avatar Is a 
person who has mastered his Inner 
self and becomes a shining 
example for the nation, and a 


guide from the Age of Darkness to 
the Age of Light. 

How do you fulfill the quest? 
Well, unlike most games, the 
fighting you must do, although 
Important, Is not the most 
Important aspect to the game.
